The health service said al- 
locations to the states are based 
on each state's proportion of 
children in the 5 through 9 
age group, excluding those chil- 
dren already vaccinated with 
free shots under the founda- 
tion’s program. The announce- 
ment added that the 5-9 group 
was chosen in May by the Na- 
tional Advisory Committee on 
Polio as the most susceptible to 
polio.

PASADENA, Calif, Aug. 1 
(AP)—The first section of the 


biggest map of the universe— 
perhaps the astronomical bible 
for the next century—has been 
completed by the National Geo- 
graphic Society and California 
Institute of Technology. 

Millions of new stars, galaxies 
and systems of galaxies are 
shown in the first 200 photo sky 
charts prepared by Palomar Ob- 
servatory over the last seven 
years. 

Many of the space regions pho- 
tographed in detail by Palomar’s 
48-inch Schmidt telescope have 
never been seen before by as- 
tronomers. 

The joint Geographic-Caltech 
survey has mapped three-quar- 
ters of the sky out to an un- 
precedented depth in space of 
600,000,000 light years. One light 
year is about six million million 
miles.

Dr. Lee DuBridge, president of | 
Caltech, predicts the atlas will | 
be “an astronomical bible for 
100 years.” Already the Palo- 
mar survey has revealed about 
1000 new star clusters. The skies 
have been carefully photo- 
graphed for all objects down to 
a brightness only one millionth | 
that of the faintest star the 
naked eye can see on a dark 
moonless night. 

Work with other telescopes, 
such as Palomar’s 200-inch Hale, 
will use the survey as a guide. 
This is the primary purpose of 
the atlas, to be a chart showing 
astronomers where to search for 
new discoveries.

According to her political con- 
fidants, she has in mind a post 
as under secretary or assistant 
secretary of state or an appoint- 
ment as a presidential aid which 
would give her real stature and 
access to the President. Mrs. 
Luce by this time knows the 
realities of power: she would not 
settle for the purely ornamental. 
She is also described by poli- 
ticians close to her as ready to 
come home from Europe. They 
believe she is not anxieus even 
for the diplomatic plum of Lon- 


. don or Pasis. 


Vice Presidential Aim? 

When the report that she as- 
pires to run for Vice President 
on the Eisenhower ticket next 
year is mentioned, these sources 
only smile. That place, as mat- 
ters stand, is the President’s to 
bestow. They would expect if 
the race were thrown into a free 
and open convention that Mrs. 
Luce, backed by the weight of 
Time-Life-Fortune, would make 
a stab for it. 

In that case she would unques- 
tionably run head on intoa simi- 
lar campaign for a rival woman 
politician, the career senior Sen- 
ator from Maine, Margaret Chase 
Smith. Both women have their 
publics. Among women, Mrs. 
Smith’s is the largest. Profes- 
sional groups would rally to her. 

These two leading Republican 
women are so different in every 
way — personality, background, 
approach, sense of values — that 
a political contest between them 
would be exceedingly _ pictur- 
esque. They are at present nei- 
ther enemies nor friends. Mrs. 
Luce, although then a House 
colleague, did not lift a finger to 
help Mrs. Smith win her first 
Senate try in 1948, nor did the 
Luce publications. 

It could be that this was in 
part because, so her closest po- 
litical mentor says, the Senate 


is Mrs. Luce’s own true love. 
She cannot, he thinks, now 
achieve it. 


Strength in Connecticut. 

A Senate seat from her state 
of Connecticut is at stake next 
year, but the Republican in- 
cumbent, Prescott Bush, will 
seek re-election. Democrats be- 
lieve they can beat him and will 


|concentrate heavy fire on him as 


ultra-conservative. Republicans 
agree he is not a strong candi- 
date. Even so, the old rule is 
that few Senators die and none 
retire. There is also the ques- 
tion of just how strong Mrs. 
Luce now is in Connecticut. 
Her hopes for a top Washing- 
ton post should be aided by the 
fact that, with Mrs. Oveta Culp 
Hobby’s departure, there is now 
no woman showpiece in the Eis- 
enhower Administration. Mrs. 
Hobby, an Eisenhower Democrat, 
was unpopular with Republican 
women. They regarded her as 
an intruder and she had little 
time for them. Nor do women 
want the Department of Health, 
Education. and Welfare trade- 
marked for their sex. 
Republican women will watch 
to see what renewed recogni- 
tion they get. They feel they 
have earned it. The President 
has nowhere had more consist- 
ent, well-organized support than 
from the women’s division of the 
Republican National Committee. 
Its head, Miss Bertha Adkins, a 
former dean of women, makes 
no mistakes and .keeps her 
fences mended with a cool com- 
petence widely admired by the 
professionals of the political

Our Tactful Chinese Friends 

Just a year ago Syngman Rhee came to this 
country on a ceremonial visit, and repaid the 
hospitality accorded him_in Washington by 
strongly suggesting that the United States had 
shown cowardice in accepting a truce in Korea, 
Today ambassadorial negotiations are under way 
between our country and the Chinese Commu- 
nists, and from Formosa’s Nationalists come 
equally tactful remarks that they strongly fear 
a “sellout.” 

What is it, we wonder, that makes these Far 
Eastern friends ‘and allies, who would have been 
utterly annihilated without American support, 

sso arrogant and unreasonable? Why do they take 
much for granted their right to drag the 
United States into a possible world war, and 
insist on treating all efforts to reach a Far East- 
ern settlement as a cowardly betrayal?’ 

Perhaps Chiang’s officials, like Syngman Rhee, 
are made arrogant by the knowlédge that they 
have never lacked for highly-placed spokesmen 
and supporters in the United States Senate. 

If they wish to keep in touch with reality, 
however, they should observe that there is no 
sienificant populer sentiment in this country for 
the continued aggravation of tensions in the 
Far East. The overwhelming majority opinion 
is just the opposite; it calls for patient and rea- 
sonable negotiations to ease those tensions, and 
an honorable diplomatic settlement of the con- 
flicts that caused them 

Accordingly if the Geneva conversations go 
well, and open up the possibility of negotiations 
by the foreign ministers on breader issues, the 
great bulk of the American people will be hearti- 
lv in favor of those negotiations. 

Chiang and his party should get used to that 
fact in advance. They should convince them- 
selves that they are not going to be able to break 
up such negotiations by shouting “sellout” or 
“appeasement.”

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Minimizing Sl-a-Year Man / 


Congress has chosen a moderate approac 


to the problem of dollar-a-year men, and we 
think wisely. so. Limiting them to advisory 
roles “so far as possible,” as the House has 


joined the Senate in doing, is far short of the 
complete bar which Representative Patman of 
Texas and some others would have put up. But 
it seems a sensible start. It avoids legal rigidi- 
ties which might hobble the government, and it 
sets a policy of keeping the practice to a mini- 
mum. 

Some agency of government, perhaps the Civil 

Service, should now be set to work on a program 
of developing, within the Government's person- 
nel, specialists who can do the work which dollar- 
a-vear men would otherwise have to be called in 
to do.

County Police: the First Month 

St. Louis county’s new nonpolitical Police 
Department has rolled past its first month of life 
remarkably well considering the numerous ad- 
ministrative and other problems with which it 
was faced. That is the report of Superintendent 
Albert E. DuBois, and it is encouraging. 

What seems especially noteworthy about this 
month is that at least three county villages and 
one municipality have expressed interest in hav- 
ing the department furnish police services to 
them on a contract basis. Setting the terms of 
such contracts is one of the problems facing 
Superintendent DuBois. 

Contracts of that type are one of the devices 
by which the county government can serve its 
municipalities as well as its unincorporated areas. 
Because of greater size and resources the 
county ought to be able to perform a service of 
this kind more efficiently than most municipali- 
ties, especially tne smaller ones. Citizens and 
officials throughout the county will be watching 
for the terms and results of the first signed 
agreement.

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Bad as a Law and a Wedge 

The liquor price control bill which Gov. Don- 
nelly has signed is a bad law of itself and as an 
entering wedge for so-called “fair trade” price- 
fixing in Missouri. It invades a field that proper- 
ly belongs to private business, and is no business 
of the state, by limiting discounts for quantity 
purchases to the negligible figure of 1 per cent. 
The Legislature might properly have required 
only that quantity discounts available to one re- 
tailer should be available to all other retailers 
on the same terms, but this it did not do. 

It is fronical that just as “fair trade” price- 
fixing laws are going out elsewhere, this open- 
ing wedge should be driven into one of the three 
states that had so far resisted them. (Texas and 
Vermont also are free of “fair trade” price-fixing 
laws, as is the District of Columbia.) 

In recent months these laws have been invall- 
dated by court decisions in Arkansas, Florida, 
Georgia, Michigan and Nebraska. A 60-member 
committee set up by Attorney General Brownell 
had recommended repeal of the federal act 
which makes the state laws enforceable. 

The net effect of the new Missouri liquor 
price control bill would be to increase the price 
of liquor paid by the retail customer. Large 
liquor chain stores have been receiving as much 
as $8 a case discount which is not available to 
small retailers, according to Representative Rich- 
ard H. Ichord of Houston, who handled the dill 
on the House floor. Wiping out this discount will 
mean ah increase in the price te the customer of 
about 5@ cents a bottle, according to one of the 
large chains. 

Equality of treatment of retailers by liquor 
wholesalers is a desirable objective and it could 
be obtained without exacting a penalty of the 
purchaser. It would then also avoid the un- 
desirable features of “fair trade” price-fixing 
legislation.

U.S; Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles says that he does not exclude\, 
the possibility that the ambassadorial- 
level talks between Red China and the 
United States opening in Geneva on 
Monday. Aug. 1, will lead to talks be- 
tween Dulles and Red Chinese Foreign 
Minister Chou En-lai. But he says that 
he does not now expect a foreign min- 
isters’ meeting. 

The present negotiations with Red 
China do not in any way imply diplo- 
matic recognition 
nor will they in any 
way “prejudice the 
rights of our ally, 
the Republic of 
China,” according 
to Secretary Dulles. 
But they will be on 
a broad scale, in- 
cluding the “con- 
cept of a cease-fire” 
in Asia. 

U. Alexis John- 
son, Ambassador to 
Czechoslovakia, had 
initiated these talks 
at the Geneva con- 
ference of 1954. The 
talks were then continued at a consular 
level, apparently being limited, accord- 
ing to the’State Department on July 25, 
to return of “United States citizens then 
held in China” and “Chinese students 
in the United States,” 


Then on Feb. 28, U Nu, Premier of 
Burma, announced that Chinese Pre- 
mier Chou En-lai would receive an un- 
official United States delegation to dis- 
cuss the imprisonment by the Reds of 
United States Korean War fliers and 
civilians. United States officials said 
that the United States would stand on 
the U.N. General Assembly's demand 
that the men be freed. 


Chou made a bid for direct talks on 
@pril 23 at the Afro-Asian conference 
at Bandung, Indonesia: “The Chinese 
government is willing to sit down and 
enter into negotiations with the United 
States Government to discuss re- 
laxing tension in the Far East and espe- 
cially . relaxing tension in the Tai- 
wan (Formosa) area.” 


The State Department on the same 
day replied that we would “of course 
. insist on Free (Nationalist) China 
participating as an equal in any discus-

Chou on the next day again asked for 
direct talks, but added that these 
“should not in the slightest degree af- 
fect the just demand of the Chinese 
people to exercise their sovereign rights 
in liberating Taiwan.” The State Depart» 
ment replied that it was “up to... 
Chou to formalize his proposal” through 
diplomatic channels. 


Secretary Dulles on April 26 said that 
he had not seen the April 23 statement 
ruling out bilateral talks. “The first 
thing,” he said, “is to find out whether 
there is a possibility of a cease-fire in 
the area. That is a matter which can be 
discussed, perhaps bilaterally, or at the 
U.N., or possibly under other circum- 
stances.” 


President Eisenhower on April 27 
said that Dulles had made it clear “we 
would not discuss the affairs of the 
Chinese Nationalists behind their back, 
but . . . aS a test of good intent, if the 
Chinese Communists wanted to talk 
merely about cease-fire, we would be 
glad to meet with them and talk with 
them.” 


V. K. Krishna Menon, Indian. diplo- 
mat, on May 30 announced that four of 
the imprisoned United States fliers 
would be released by Red China. The 
United States had disclosed four days 
earlier that Chinese students would be 
allowed to return to the Chinese main- 
land. 


Chou was reported by Peiping radio 
on June 10 as willing to “sit down and 
negotiate.” The United States on July 
11 proposed that the consular talks in 
Geneva be stepped up to the ambassa- 
dorial level. 


The United States has on at least two 
other occasions carried on discussions 
with the Chinese Reds. One was in late 
1950 when a Red delegation at Lake 
Success led by Gen. Wu Hsiu-chuan 
turned down the U.N. plea for a cease- 
fire in Korea. The other was at the pro- 
longed Korean truce talks, where the 
United States was first represented by 
military commanders and eventually by 
diplomats. 


Transferring Wheat 


Surplus to Livestock 


From The Des Moines Register 


In the aftermath of the wheat refer- 
endum, Agriculture Secretary Ezra Ben- 
son said that the time is coming -when 
prices on low-quality wheat would have 
to be reduced to around 65 per cent of 
parity. This would make it competitive 
with corn as livestock feed. 

We believe Secretary Benson Is right 
about this. But his statement doesn't 
go far enough. 

Even at the new lower support price 
(76 per cent of parity, $1.81 per bushel) 
established by the farmer referendum 
in favor of market quotas, the United 
States will produce more wheat than 
can be used for human consumption or 
exports. This country always feeds some 
wheat to livestock. What Mr. Benson is 
saying is that more wheat will have to 
be considered as feed grain, with only 
the higher quality wheat being priced 
at 76 per cent of parity or higher. 

But a policy of this kind would simply 
transfer the wheat surplus to the feed- 
livestock sector of agriculture. Iowa 
Congressmen y reflect the 
view of Iowa farmers when they express 
doubts about the Benson suggestion of 
cheap feed wheat. 


What is the answer, then? We believe 


drink more milk and eat more-eggs and 
poultry products if prices were lower. 
Probably more of these products would 
be exported, also. But lower prices of 
these products would reduce the in- 
comes of livestock producers, especially 
of Iowa farmers. They would be forced 
to “take the rap” for the correction of 
the wheat surplus. 


We believe it would be logical there- 
fore, to provide some means of support 
for livestock producers’ incomes, at 
least during an adjustment period. This 
might be done by means of direct pay- 
ments to farmers, by subsidizing the 
consumption of meat, milk and poultry 
products to consumers or by both meth- 
ods combined.

Between Book Ends 


A Land of Legend 


THE BI@ BEND COUNTRY, by Virginia Madison. 
(Univefsity of New Mexico Press, 213 pgs., $4.50.) 
The Rio Grande veers southeast at El 

Paso as if to shoot straight for the 
Gulf of Mexico. For 300 miles it keeps 
the general course; then it turns sharply 
to cut northeast for more than 100 
miles before it resumes its gulfward 
trend. The great bow thus made, its 
string the Southern Pacific Railroad 
and its are the Rio Grande, is known as 
the Big Bend country of Texas. 

It is a, rugged land, too sirong and 
indomitable for the average outsider, 
with its mountains, canyons and mesas 

; grown over with 

greasewood, chino 
grass, dagger and 
thorned brush. It is 
a land of legend— 
where the rainbow 
waits for the rain, 
' where water runs 
uphill and the 
mountains float in 
the air except .at 
night when they go 
to visit other moun- 
tains. 

Perhaps Cabeza 
de Vaca saw it first 
in 1535 in his wan- 
derings through the 
Southwest. Espejo, the Spanish explor- 
er went through the country in 1582 
and reported unfavorably upon it and 
other Spaniards followed. Later the 
Mexicans ruled and the Apaches rav- 
ished the countryside. 

The Big Bend is a strange country 
where strange characters have lived— 
and still do. “Don Milton” Faver had a 
ranch in this country, as impregnable 
as a fort. He ruled like a king and made 
his own treaties with the Indians, Ben 
Leaton, an early rancher, invited Indi- 
ans to a feast; they stole every head of 
his stock. He invited the same Indians 
to another feast and then produced a 
cannon. The big gun roared—more 
blasts f6llowed—not one Indian escaped. 
Alice Henderson stood off 50 Mexican 
cow thieves single-handed and lived to 
tell about it. 

Through this country Pancho Villa 
once played tag with Pershing’s men. It 
is a country where strange things have 
happened and may happen still. It is a 
land of legend—of lost mines and phan- 
tom mountains. 

Mrs. Madison, herself a product of the 
Big Bend country, tells its story, writing 
informatively and lovingly abont its his- 
tory, its legends, its people and about 
the Big Bend National Park, an almost 
unaltered area of mountainous Mexican 
border wilderness where one can still 
get the “feel” of the primitive and of a 
“last frontier.”

The Prospect of Refueling in 


Author Views It as Possible Solution for Return Trip to Earth; a Preview of Flight to Moon

(Editor’s Note: Announcement 
that the United States plans to 
launch small, unmanned satel- 
lites that would circle the earth 
at an altitude of between 200 
and 300 miles at a speed of 
18,000 miles an hour focuses 
attention once again on the 
scientific possibility of inter- 
planetary travel. This is the 
second article of a series from 
the book, “The Exploration of 
Space,” published by Harper & 
Brothers, New York. The author 
is chairman of the British Inter- 
planetary Society.) 


E CAN sum-up the require- 
W iments for any interplane- 
tary voyage, as follows: 

1. The ship must build up suf- 
ficient speed (25,000 miles per 
hour) to escape from the earth, 
and when it has done this must 
still have enough velocity left 
to put it into the required 
“voyage orbit.” This means that 
it must start with a speed 
greater than that needed mere- 
ly to escape—though in most 
cases only slightly greater. 

2. When it approaches the 
planet of destination, it must 
use rocket power again to 
match the speed of the planet, 
and to lower itself safely into 
the planet's gravitational field. 

And we have not yet dis- 
cussed the return journey. It is 
that factor which .makes the 
problem of interplanetary flight 
so difficult. 

Spaceships will have to carry 
enough fuel for the trip home, 
which involves the same prob- 
lems as the outward journey. 

It can be said at once that 
there is no possibility of ful- 
filling ‘these requirements, for 
even the easiest of interplane- 
tary return journeys, by the use 
of chemically fueled = step- 
rockets alone. 

The starting weights would be 
enormous—millions of tons. We 
must wait until some completely 
new and very much more power- 
ful fuel is discovered—which is 
unlikely. 

There are at least two alterna- 
tives — one a probability, the 
other a certainty. Although we 
may never be able to increase 
rocket performances very great- 
ly by the use of chemical fuels, 
there are reasons for believing 
that, in time, we will be able to 
harness atomic energy for rocket 
propulsion. 

This would certainly solve our 
difficulties, but it would be un- 
wise to count on it.

The human race is for- 
tunate in having so near at 
hand a full-sized world with 
which to experiment. Before we 
aim at the planets, we will have 
had a chance of perfecting our 
astronautical techniques on our 
own satellite. 

The spaceship starts from an 
orbit close t6 the earth, after 
having been refueled as de- 
scribed above. Since it is travel- 
ing around the earth in a period 
of about 90 minutes, it is com- 
pletely changing its direction 
every three quarters of an hour. 

If it is traveling westward at 
its orbital speed of 18,000 miles 
an hour at cne moment, it is 
moving eastward at the same 
speed 45 -minutes later.

A radar 
altimeter would give the exact 
distance to the moon as well as 
the rate of descent. This in- 
formation would be passed to 
an electric computer which 
would control the motors. The 
ship would then come to rest 
a few feet above the moon. 

It is natural to imagine that 
a rocket descending tail first 
would be a highly unstable af- 
fair and liable to topple. But as 
far as the automatic controls 
are concerned, there is no funda- 
mental difference between a 
vertical landing and vertical 
take-off. If the gyroscopes and 
steering devices can deal with 
the one case—as they already 
do in the V-2 rocket—they can 
deal just as well with the other.

LONDON, Aug. 1. 


NE day during the last elec- 
() tion campaign Sir Anthony 

Eden caught such a bad cold 
that he couldn't deliver a number 
of scheduled speeches. His wife 
Clarissa immediately jumped 
into the fray. 

“I am not a politician,” she 
told the astonished constituents, 
“but I have one claim to your 
attention: I happen to know 
Anthony fairly well.” 

Amidst laughter, she went on 
telling her listeners with utter 
simplicity why she felt they 
should vote for “her man.” 
Later on, when the _ returns 
came in, they showed that in 
the villages where she had 
spoken, the Prime Minister had 
gained proportionately more fol- 
lowers than in other places. 

For four weeks, Clarissa trav- 
eled up and down the British 
Isles with Anthony, never mov- 
ing from his side, Sarah 
Churchill’s husband, Tony ‘Beau- 
champ, who accompanied them 
during much of their trip, said: 

“She was terrific. -Sometimes 
after a particularly rough day, 
she looked pale with fatigue, 
but she never complained. In 
general, when British politicians 
take their wives with them on 
election tours they do so for 
decorative purposes or to show 
that they are good family men. 
The Prime Minister needed Cla- 
rissa as an adviser. He has 
learned to trust her judgment.” 

When Eden's victory was fi- 
nally announced at 3 a.m. on 
the rainy night of May 26 of this 
year, an American reporter 
watched Anthony embrace his 
wife in the hall of Leamington 
courthouse while everybody 
around had tears in his eyes. 

As English people rarely y bare 
their feelings so openly, he as 
an old lady next to him.: 

“What's the matter? 
this show of emotion?” 

The lady stared at him for 
a moment, then said: 

“You should have seen him 
five years ago, young chap. It’s 
a miracle, 1 tell you, it’s a 
miracle!” 

Few people know indeed that 
only five years ago, Anthony 
Eden was a very unhappy man. 
His son Simon had been killed 
in Burma in the last days of 
World War II. His other son, 
Nicholas, had gone to Canada. 
His wife Beatrice had left him 
in 1947 and settled in New York. 

After his divorce on June 10, 
1950, London gossips started lay- 
ing all sorts of romantic affairs 
to him—most persisténtly of 
all—with Marina, the Duchess 
of Kent. 

It was true that Anthony was 
a frequent guest in Marina’s 
home. He found there under- 
standing for his loneliness and 
the company of witty and charm- 
ing people such as Noel Coward,

the Laurence Oliviers, the 
Mountbattens, Douglas Fair- 
banks Jr., etc. 


What attracted him most to 
the place, though, were neither 
they nor the Duchess but a much 
younger lady who would appear 
like an elf each time he was 
there. 

“The more often he met her, 
the more enchanted he was,” one 
witness told us. “Both tended 
to forget the other guests and 
converse in front of the fire- 
place until the early morning 
hours.” 

This went on without being 
noticed by Mayfair’s rumor- 
mongers. So they were com- 
pletely taken by surprise when 
they read the following commu- 
nique under Court Circular of 
the “Times” on Aug. 12, 1952: 

“The engagement is herewith 
announced and the wedding will 
shortly take place between the 
Very Honorable Anthony Eden 
and Clarissa, daughter of the 
late Maj. John Spencer Church- 
ill and the late Ladv Gwendoline 
Spence? Churchill.” 

Anthony was 55. Clarissa was 
32. Both. had hesitated a long 
time before making their*deci- 
sion. Although he was the first 
man who really impressed Clar- 
issa, she dreaded the social ob- 
ligations a marriage to him 
would bring with it. And An- 
thony, who knew her from child- 
hood, was afraid that his marry- 
ing the niece of Sir Winston 
Churchill might be misinter- 
preted as an attempt to strength- 
en his political position,

But they loved each other, and 
all their doubts were cast aside 
by one overriding circumstance 
that was never mentioned: In 
the eyes of the physicians, Eden 
was a condemned man. A chronic 
inflammation of his gallbladder 
was slowly poisoning his body. 

Thus their engagement lasted 
only .two days. After a life- 
time of devotion to duty, he felt 
entitled to a last fling at happi- 
ness, and Clarissa was resolved 
to give it to him. On Aug. 14, 
they became man and wife in a 
civil wedding at Caxton Hall. 
Uncle Winnie escorted the bride. 

“SE 

OON after their honeymoon 
« in Portugal, the doctors, as 

had been expected, told Eden 
that his last chance depended 
on an operation. He put his pa- 
pers in order and, on April 12, 
1953, was operated on in Lon- 
don. 

During the following two 
weeks, Anthony struggled be- 
tween life and death. A second 
operation followed but it soon 
appeared that the surgery had 
failed and that the fatal outcome 
had at best been delayed a few 
months. 

That's where Clarissa came in. 
Alone, Anthony might have re- 
signed himself to his fate. 

But his young wife's love and 
buoyant spirit had filled him 
with a new zest for life. He 
simply didn’t want to die. There- 
fore, when friends drew his at- 
tention to two American special- 
ists who had succeeded in seem- 
ingly hopeless cdses of gall- 
bladder poisoning, Eden took the 
next plane to Boston. 

On June 10, he was operated 
on again by Dr. Frank Lahey 
and Dr. James Cattell of the 
New England Baptist Hospital. 
Working against heavy odds, 
they accomplished a stunning 
feat of surgery. Ten days later, 
Anthony Eden left his sickbed, 
mended “as good as new.” 

This dramatic experience cre- 
ated a unique bond between An- 
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thony and Clarissa. She became 
the partner of his “second life.” 
Her devotion inspired him to 
greater achievements as a state- 


man than ever before. 


Though his new duties keep | 


them separated much of the 
time, they have become insepa- 
rable in the true sense of the 
word. Perhaps the old lady in 
Leamington that night was not 
so far off when she called it 
all “a miracle.”’ 

When Eden decided last April 
to put his new post as Prime 
M@hister immediately at stake in 
general elections, many of his 
admirers felt he was acting 
rashly. 

“All these years, you have 

waited for the opportunity of 
power,” they told him. “Why 
risk losing it before the term?” 


But those who were close to 
Eden were not surprised by his 
step. He had never been one 
to shirk an issue, and there was 
no @uman trait he valued higher 
than courage. 

In fact, physical and moral 
courage are the essence of the 
man, .When he looks back from 
the summit on his long career, 
he finds that he owes it, largely, 
to the steel in his heart. 

The young Eden first got a 
chance to show his mettle one 
night in Belgium during World 
War I 
ly, Wilfred Harrop, on patrol 
into no man’s land between the 
British and German lines near 
Ploejsteest. The soldier was 
shot in the hip. His cries were 
audible in the trenches, but he 
had ventured out so far into the 
German barbed wire net that it 
seemed impossible to get him 
back.

NTHONY crept forward and, 
A after an endless time had 

passed, he and Harrop were 
given up for dead. Then, four 
hours later, Eden _ returned, 
dragging the wounded comrade 
behind him. He was awarded 
he Military Cross, a rare dec- 
ration given only for “personal 
bravery before the enemy.” 


Twenty years passed until 
Eden, by then Foreign Secre- 
tary, arrived at another cross- 
roads in his life. One day in 
February, 1938, he learned that 
Prime Minister Neville Cham- 
berlain had entered into rela- 
tions with Mussolini behind 
Eden's back, using Ambassador 
Grandi as a go-between. As in a 
whodunit, Chamberlain's secre- 
tary Wilson would secretly meet 
with Grandi in a taxicab after 
dark. 

Eden remembered what his 


father had once written in a | 


private letter: 

“There is only one thing in 
life worth living, and that is to 
run straight. Don’t for God's 
sake ever play a double game, or 
give people away who trust you. 
The truth, the whole truth and 
nothing but the truth .. .” 

The same day, Anthony hand- 
ed in his resignation, at the 
risk of returning—perhaps for- 
ever—into the political wilder- 
ness. It was the only way for 
him to keep his self-respect. 
And though, as a gentleman, he 
didn’t announce the real reason 
for his step—that came out 
only quite recently—the people 
instinctively understood him.

Next time Eden had to take a 
bold decision, the very fate of 
his nation was at stake.

Yet as War Min- 
ister, Eden imperturbably 
shipped freshly trained troops 
and factory-new weapons to 
Egypt. 

That was strategically correct 
~—for not England but Suez was 
the pivot of the Empire. But it 
required a lot of nerve, as the 
following authentic anecdote 
will show: 


One Sunday morning when 
Eden was tendimg flowers in the 
country seat he then owned at 
the Channel coast, he was called 
to the telephone. On the other 
end of the line, an excited 
Whitehall official urged him to 
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decamp with his family as fast 
as possible. 

“We just received the news 
that the German invasion will 
start this afternoon,” he shouted. 

Eden asked the man to stay 
on the phone and went out to 
cast a glance on the sea. Tow- 
ering waves bitowed in the 
wind and splashed with full 
power against the cliffs of 
Dover. When Eden came back 
to the phone he said: 


“The Germans are going to 
get very seasick.” 

Then he hung up and went 
back to his flower beds. Half 
an hour later, the official rang 
again. 

“It was all a mistake,” he 
“But the Jap- 
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anese have marched into Indo- 
china,” 

The long period of political 
failuy, and personal suffering 
Eden t.ad to go through after 
his party’s defeat at the polls in 
1945, didn’t dim his courag@, On 
the contrary, he wrote to a 
friend: 

“It looks as if the heaventy 
gentleman's tailor has decided 
to take my true measure. Well, 
I am at his disposal for all 
the fittings that may be needed.”

HE same time, the chal- 
T tence added a third dimen- 
sion to his character. Twenty 
years of uninterrupted success 
had somewhat altered his val- 
ues. Now he read again what he 
had written about Cezanne as a 
student: 
“To live entirely for his art: 
to renounce all else—that was 
the example Cezanne gave us— 
a hatred of worldly things, 
whether practical or scheming: 
a hatred of prejudice: a hatred 
of honors and flattery: a hatred 
of commerce and hypocrisy— 
Cezanne embodies all that.” 
When Eden rediscovered many 
of these features in his wife 
Clarissa, they again became con- 
trolling factors in his life. As 
the years went by, his mind 
grew broader. With his usual 
courage, he more and more often 
took stands in the struggle for 
peace which, to say. the least, 
no one could denounce as ultra- 
conservative. But he never 
sacrificed principles. A burning 
love for freedom remains the 
spark of all his actions. 
At a mass meeting recently, a 
heckler called Eden a “traitor” 
and “coward” because he had 
favored German rearmament. 
Anthony answered calmly that 
he had lost two brothers in 
World War I and one of his 
sons in World War II and had 
been himself in the frontlines. 
The heckler kept on inter- 
rupting and two policemen came 
to take him away. Whereupon a 
thundering voice came through 
the microphone: 
“Will you please let that man 
alone! He has a right to his 
opinions. Let him go please. 
Let him go.” 
That was the Prime Minister 
of Great Britain speaking, and 
he was obeyed.

And 
you will know why when you see 
his new picture, for Alfred 
Hitchcock. “To Catch a Thief.” 

Cary interviewed in his dress- 
iing room at Paramount, said 
the movie is the first he ever 
made where he didn’t read the 
script before acceptiing the role. 
“Hitch gave me a book and said, 
‘I think this is for you.’ After 
reading two chapters, I called 
him in the middle of the night 
and said, ‘It’s a deal. When 
vou work for Hitch, it’s like be- 
ing cradled in your mother's 
arms,” 

Cary talked of the changing 
movie world. 

“Movie business is different 
but the people who had talent 
‘way back when, are. still right 
up on top now.
